This Matter by wife men iscalled by divers names :

Our Hermes tells us that it is Heaven and Earth, 
but others call it Man and Wife, and out of their ma- 
riage they make other Riddles,which ferve fora light 
to the infirme Globe, and from thence are called by 
{ome, Water or Earth,orhers the cold which is inclo- 
fed in heat, fo much the wife may underftand. i 

The ancient Chaos, according to my judgement, 
was knit together by the fowre Elements: This com- 
pofition is the like , when che divifion comes to bee 
made, the Heaven and the Earth comes to bee a fft 
Effence ofall, for this matter is of that kinde; that it 
compofeth all things, In chis matter are found united 
the four Elements in equall parts,fo that ifone walk

or move, the others de the like, for by one the others 
asc conducted, fo much are they equall in their duties 
one to another, and where can you hope to finda bet- 
ter thing amongft all Animals, then that which is fo.

“ Take the Learned Philofophers Mercury, and Ict 
it bee purged from its malignancy and foule quality, 
for it cannot be too cleane ; and fee that the weight 
be equall with twelve ounces of the fayd compofition, 
and then put it into a glafle bottle, for no mettall elfe 
is fit for it. And the forrhe.ot the glafle muft bé of the 
forme of the Sphere, with a long neck, and no thick- 
er'then can bee grafped with a large hand, and 6 
length of the necke not above a {pan, and no wider. 
then the Egyptian feale may cover its mouth, _ This 
you muff put into an carthen pot, furrounded about 
with hot afes, and bee fure witha carefull hand to” 
ftop up the bottle. And then you muft have an artifi- 
ciall Furnace made of Clay, fo broad and round as 
that you may fadome at the thickeft place. You muft 
not put the’pot in the bottome of the Furnace; but. 
hang it or {ec it in the middle, upon two irons, which 
mutt lic Diameter wife, or acrofle, and the.earthen 
pot muft ftand upon the very centre and croffe of the 
two irons, that the fire may come alike to it in all 
parts, and then with coales make a foft fire, butler 
not your patience bee troubled to keepe it alwayes a- 
like. The fire muft not come within a foot of the por, 
and the furnace lured up clofe about the pot, that fo 
the foft fire may keepe it alwayes working , and bee 
not troubled to keepe the fire {till alike و‎ for if it bee 
the fame at laft as at firk, thou haft done the worke 
ofan able man.. - | Two.

Woman, 
hot and dry ; for when it makes its firit change or 
trucke, that part is wanting which encompaffed the 
humidity ; as Penelope made .warre in the abfence of 
wly/Jes in Italy, fo this Widow fo pale and wan, hopes . 
for che returne. of her banifhed Husband. By equall 
weights ;.as firt with Art mixt with Mercury,-very 
pure, with this mixture you may worke fecurély in a , 
glafle made by the hands of a good Workman,for the 
firft and. the laft muft be one or like; but if poffibly 
thou canft, the firft venter is the trueft. . 

. Doe the following Worke in fuch maner, that you 
keepe the fame fire that you did before, which: will be 
fuflicient, and be fure your fire gives no fame, and be 
fure alfo to watch it nights and dayes: andi if youtake. 
that paine, -you fhall bec fure to finde an excellent re- 
ward. Thou fhalt fee the worke in its blackneffe,.and- 
that being changed, as it was firft borne, whichis not-

Haft thou not feen the Prifon which the Silkworm 
makes for it felfe, where it dies? and out of that car- 
cafe dead inthe Net it felfe made, in which no corru- 
ption can come, but.rifech againein a forme diftin® 
trom its firft being, then is brought forth and paints it 
felfe, with wings in a more ugly fhape: So our work 
begins to live with a new {pirit, and new fubftance, 
from whence muft bee continued the perfeverance of 
the body, that fo bloud may bee gotten init. Dee not 
you then think of making a greater fire, for by that 
meanes the bloud and body will bee deftroyed. Then 
fhall you fee the moft excellent point of this Divine 
worke : open the bottle and it will feeme to bee rui- 
ned, for there will come from it a very {tinking {mell. 
In this degree is certainly the greateft labour of this 
work : for if it bee continued with the fame heat, it 
wil certainly come to the higheft degree of perfection, 
After this colour is paft, you {hall fee many more dif- 
ferent in their likeneile and appearance : the Argos, 
and the Iris in their {plendor, that the following of 
the liquid humour will caufe to bee of divers colours, 
untill it comes at laft to a certaine whicencfle , then 
augment a little the heat, ۱ 
riend, bee not weary of your worke, and let it not 
trouble your patience, for this is the firft point of get: 
ting your inheritance. When the Stone is come tothe 
whiteneffe, it is then fixt, and can never be difunited, 
though it fhould burne 1e0. yeares, -for the union is 
perfeét. Keepe, as I have told you, the fire in one de- 
gree, that it may come to fuch a whitenefle, as .ہے‎

like the pureft {now, which is called the filver Elixir. 
But in regard that Gold is more pretious in efteeme, 
Jet it alone in the bottle with thefamefire, untill the 
Stone is come from its white intoa Citron colour: 
then increaferhe fire another degree, and thou fhalt 
attaine to a pure red. All being rayfed up will fhew 
your worke tobe fecure : the body of ری‎ taken 
up, will be hard and lighr, and in it you may take no- 
tice of thebody of Déaphane, and the colour of a Ru- 
bic, as in my owne hands my felfe hath feene it ; for 
which the great God isby me prayfed. Then put this 
into an earthen veffell , covered with a cover of the 
fame, likeadifh, and this {o well joinedor luted to- 
tether, of the bignefle to hold three-degadas, accord- 
ing to the bignefle of the Stone, and pur it oh a hot 
fire of flaming wood there to boile. Heere the Stone 
will calcine in 19, dayes of the Sun, or Sundayes, &c. 
and being taken-out of that por, it willbe an impal- 
pable and Divine powder. The firft fubftance which 
doth good to all, from whence it hath no quality in 
his Quinteflence, but is applied to all, and hath power 
to do all,and very being of the thing that is applied to. 
Ente, from the beginning of Naturall caufes: it is nei- 
ther Gold, nor Silver, nor other Minerall, nor fubje& 
to the forme of any Vegetable, but hath a difpofition 
to doe good to all. Ifit be applied to Gold, from it, 
it takes firmnefle, as to convert other things into that 
Mettall. For if to man, by famous workes, it gives 
him health , what can bee efteemed more pretious? 
Under this impalpable Gold, it happens thar there is 
found a bright Earth, but very blacke and gliftering, 
which is nor the beft however, for thas which is very 
۱ red,

red, is tixt and ftable, though it be mixt with-all com- 
potitions, and fo makes no ingreflion , but his vertues 
are veryadmirable. Bue with cquall weight thou muft 
unice ir with its firft principall matter, very pure, and 
joyne or mixe them together very carefully., if you 
would have it be brought to live: and then, -as 1 told 
you before, let it come to the moderate heat as at the 
tirft, and in the like glaffe as I prefcribed before, very 
clofe fhut : and as thou didft with the fire at the firft,

{halt fee it become blacke, amd of the other colours

1 have told you the work in plaine words, and how 
I did ir, and faw it wrought, fo I did it, and had the 
reward : and it is no fallacy , feeing that I ama wit 
neffe to it, for which I prayfe and blefle God , .which 
gave me tufficient of knowledge, {cience, riches, ho- 
nour, and ftare, which let me never forget. 

If thon wouldft have a divifion of this into 100, 
parts, and fo ad infinitum, it muftbee donc before it 
hath firmentation or hardneffe, and then your worke 
will be certaine. Take an earthen veflell.coveredjand 
init put your quickfilver, and when it begins to runne 
over, drop in your Elixir, otherwife you cannot keep 
it for running over, Of Gold one part being purged 
by Aquafortis with foure of quickfilver wafht, and 
foure of what is {poken of betore, joyned with great 
Art, with one of your Elixir, and put it apart ina 
crooked glafle or retort, and let it feele a fire of coals

And it you will make a further progreffion, put into‏ 
an €arthempot 109, graines of quickiilver, and put it‏ 
over a flaming fire, and when the quick filver begins‏ 
to {moake and flie away infume, caft in one part of‏ 
your Elixir, and chen cover itr. Then let ir coole , and‏ 
it (hall prove a very foveraigne medicine : 100,parts of‏ 
quickfilver, according to the fineneffe of it, this fhall‏ 
convert into Gold. But if you defire to make experi-‏ 
ence and fee the operation upon lead, you fhall there‏ 
find it as well : neither doth it ftay there, for its ingref-‏ 
fion retains thatfaculty to turne all mettals into Gold:‏ 
to every thing igdsito be af pied, and it converts eve-‏ 
ry thing into a welf compicctioned nature , halfe a‏ 
graine of this taken into the mouth makes the party‏ 
ftrong ; the weak and feeble, it makes fo lufty, that‏

ing, that it is never weary to 
give, and to give more , fucha 
hkeneffe hath it to its workman- 
fhip. But if you would know a- 
nother way to feperate the foure 
Elements,know that this follow- 
ing Treatife underftood, will teach you to doit with 
more brevity and fecurity. ; 

Two ounces of gold well refined with one ef filver, 
very finc and pure, melted in clay, and this mixture 
being filed very fmall, and with purged Mercury 
ground untill it be well incorporated one into another, 
Then put fuch a quantity of common falt fo well mix- 
ed, as that the body may be well ۵۰ء‎ 

Take a glaffe bottle, fubtilly co mix thefe, fo that 
no unclean thing may come to it (though never {0 lit- 
tle) and then upon a {mall fire fo worke it, as that the 
Mercury may confume or vanifh in its own fume, 
Then you may prefume the Gold will remaine being ۹ 
body that will endure thefervency of the fire, 

afh the matter of this mixture in pure fountaine 
water, fo that after many wathings , the water 
0 


remaine many times clean, and retaine its {weetne 
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of tafte: then weigh the matter that remains, and if 
vou find it heavier than it was at firft, grind it againe 
with Salt enough , and put it tothe fire againe as be- 
fore. 

Thus I tell you, you muft doe your worke, and ina 
very foft fire : and when it comes to bee of its firft 
weight, that which then remaines , will bee a matter 
fpungeous and fubtle, and fo well difpofed and prepa- 
red, that you may ufe it in any Phyficke, 

And now you muft make a preparation with fub- 
limed Mercury, Copperas, and Salt well wafhe : for 
our Phyfick and reall conjunétion gives it afterwards 
his life, grinding it with Sale very fmall. Thenina 
glaffe Bottle which hath his receiver, put it tomake 
hisdiftillation, 

But know that within the receiving glaffe you muft 
put water, and place the bortlein a {trong furnace,and 
make a fire of coalesunderit , and letting it feeth or 
boyle foftly, and it will turn quick, or living, and be 
much fubje& to corruption, and with this, worke fe- 
curely and be net weary, 

Nine of thefe with three of the 5×۸ compofition,. 
joyned and well mixed, and ground together : and all 
thefe and the other ‘put into a round glaffe, that hath 
a neck ota {pan or palme long, and thea fop the 
mouth very clofe, for which purpofe the mouth muft 
not be made wide but narrow. 

Thus] tell you the glaffe muk be, and of a bigneffe 
to hold the quantity of three Zegaclas, and according to 
the roundneffe of it, fo have a place fitted to put 1t in 
the fire, that these the matter may be well joyned or 
mafht together, then will the tin@ure be made.

Forty Gegadas, then fhalt thou fee the Eaft adorned 
with the beames of the funne, when this worke fball 
be accomplifhed according to defire, to change the 

refent glaffe into anothcr, which ferves for the recci- 
verofa Still, which being clofe luted with atum fapi- 
entie, on hot water, which it mult not touch. 

The Fire muft not bee of any great heat but mode- 
rate, thatit may worke its effect, diftilling its water 
ina pêrfe manner, and then doe the fame worke o- 
veragaine ș joine the matter with great wifedome, 
with this his diftilled Vater, joine Mercury, of an e- 
quall weight with the firft matter. ۱ے‎ 

Note my words which I will rellthee, that now 
thou fhalt come to putrifie it, and after forty dayes put 
icintothe Still, keeping the fame order as before, for 
the glaffe and the fire, take this diftilled water, and. 
in the place where it falls , put inan equall weight of 
the firft matter as aforefayd. 

Doe this worke as at the firft, for it muft be thrice 
reiterated from time to time, receiving the water that 
the fire will give to the very laft, Think not the time 
light, and though you pafle the forty dayes and more, 
yet fill kecp2 the water in a glaffe bottle, 

Change it from the receiving glafle into another, 
and put it upon hot afhes, and then thou fhale have, 
or draw out a lighter clement in weight, called Ayre, 
which you muft fubtily put into a bottle, and ftop the 
mouth of it very clofe with Hermes his feale, and 69 
necke alfo ; be carefull that you let not forth the aire. 

Put in or to the glaffe another receiver after , ( ha- 
ving ftrongly luted it) and make fuch a fire as that by 
his great heat the pot may diftill ; this Element keep 

with 
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with carefulnefle, for it isthe Element of Fire, and 
then, thankes be to God, in this worke thou haft fepa- 
raced the foure Elements, 

After the divifion of this Chaos, thou muft now 
thinke of joyning them together againe : for if thou 
meaneft to joyne and make that world which was 
difunited, the only matter which is in the bottome of 
the glafle muft bee retayned or kept and foftned by 
grinding, and then the compofition put intoa glaffe. 

Let this glafle bee round bodied, and long neckt ; 

which glaffe or bottle you muft fortifie by luting, and 
fer it upon the coales, that it may have the force of the 
fire, in {uch a mancr that it may rife ten degrees Ti- 
tans Wife of the beloved Bed ; and in this maner it 
wilbe converted into a hard fubftance. 

In another like glaffe put this with a quarter of its 
weight of the referved water, and then ftop the mouth 
of it well, and put it in a braffe furnace or veffel and 
put it upon hot afhes, and keepe fuch a fire to it,as the 
matter may become dry as it was before. - 

This being done, and the congealing and drying 
being paft, as [have faid; do the like again, with its 
fourth or quarter part of that Royall water. The in- 
fufion muft be reitterated, and the fourth time ended 
of doing the fame work, know that thou hak fatisfied 
the drougth, or drouth, or thirft that this fubftance 
had after that water. 

Haft chou not {een the earth when it wants raine, 
how barren it {hews ? no fruitto be feen, but all looks 
like a fallow ground, and every thing like to perith, 
But if the rain falls to refrefhit, it makes it fruitfull 
for generation, or increafe, and every feed that is fown 
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in its proper time brings forth its fruit. 

And continuing difperfeth its watery, power 
into all plants and trees, and makes the fruit appeare 
on every bough: even fo goes this matter preparing ; 
the Ayre which you kept in chebortle, you muft give 
drink to five feverall times, the tenth part of its quan- 
tity ata time, fo that in all ic muf, have halfe its own 
weight, and alwaycs at every time be dryed up. 

Then ona Copper plate in a flaming fire try this 
mattcr, ifit will confume In {moake ; for you muft 
prefume it to be of the nature of the Ganimedes to fire 
up to Heaven, but if it flies not upwards, then it is not 
yet well done, but you muft give it more water , and 
trye again whetheror no it hath his true {pirit. 

Caufe it to drink a quarter part of its weight that 
fr 人 it was of,which will be the tenth part of the Aire, 
and as you did it before, fo do it again: then prove it 
upon the Copper Plate, to trye if fit will evaporate 
and{moake ; then turne againe to what youdid be- 
fore, 

Then put the matter in fublimation, and when you 
{hall fee it all rife up : that which rifeth not, but re- 
maineth in the bottome, give it drink again according 
as isafotefayd: prove it again upon the plate, and fo 
continually trye it till ic rifeth; and then you fhall be 
fure that in the bottome will remain a black earth like 
a dead body in the glaffe. 

As the Ganimedes went up to Heaven, fothou - 
fhalt fee this matter exalted, It fhall be demanded 
from the God of theearth, by Jove, from whom it 
was Rolen, it having been left with Demogorgon , and 
fhall be reftored, and if thoufublimate it, oftentimes 

l | grinding 
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. grinding it untill it come at laft to be firme, it will all 
remain ın the bortome of the glaffe, 

To this matter there wants ingreffion, becaufe there 
wants the fourth Element, therefore make this opce- 
ration in a fire neither great nor little, but when thou 
putteft it in its inflammation take the pot, and be fure 
that not one drop or tittle of any foule thing comes to 
it before thou fect infufion. 

_Ifthen thou feeft it become like wax that it will 
rope, thenthou haft a vat great Treafure, that 
thy eftate fhall be advanced to more than the riches 
of Midas, 100, parts of Mercury put on the fire, and 
when it begins to fumeaway, then temper it with one 
of this matter , and prefume thou haft brought it to 
the perfect medicine, 

And if another time thou dof the fame worke,one 
part of this applyed to roo will turn likewife to the 
fecond medicine, and one part of this is a great reward, 
being applied to 100 parts of Mercury hor, or any سو‎ 
ther mettal being melred,making it becom Gold moft 
high and fublime ; For which the Lord be praifed, 
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The Booke of Jobn Sawtre. 4 Moke, concerning the

bodies , afwell perfec as unper-

72. on were compounded and made 
of foure natures, and thofe foure 
natures bee the foure Elements, 
, viz, Fire; Aire, Water,and Earth, 
I7 ly, +++, the which God‘ omnipoterit did 
congelate, mingle, and married together in his maffe. 
of Poyfe : for in thefe foure Elements is the Privity 
hid of Philofephers ; and when their natures be com- 
;ming and reducted together into one, then they bee 
made another thing; whereupon it appearech thar all 
things univerfall and variable bee of the foure Ele- 
ments, ingendred naturally and changed together : 
whereupon Rafis fayth, Simple generation and natu- 
rall permutation is the operation of the Elements,but 
it is neceffary that Elements be of one kinde and not 
divers : for otherwife they have not ationand paffion 
together : for as Ariftotle fayth, There is no true ge- 
neration, but of fuch as be convenient and یور‎ a 
mongft themfelves, Therefore doe not fearch that 
thing of nature, that isnot of nature, or things not ac- 
cording to their mature ; forthe Elder tree doeth not 


bring torth Peares, nor the Thorne tree Pomegranats, 
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for we doe never gather grapes of Thornes, or figges 
of Thiftles; for they offer no things but fuch’as are like 
themfelves ; nor doc they bring forth other fruit then 
their owne. Therefore it is neceflary that our medi- 
cine bee taken chicfly of-fuch: things as it.confittech 
in ; but there bee .many.men bufying themfelves and 

medling greatly and diverfly thercin, that nw a daies- 
oc about to get the fame medicine of dry ftoncs,and 
hk kinds of falts , as of Sal alkali, Sal. gem. wit: iol, 
Sal-armontack, andallome, cicory, tutty, attramentum, 
faffron, burnt braffe, vitrioll Romane, verdegris, ful- 
phur, auripigmentum,arfnick, and fuch other untruit- 
‘full matters, whereas neither falts nor alloms,doe goe 
into, or be cothpounded in our worke ; but the Pinilo- 
fophers named it {alts ‘and allomes in ftead of the Ele- 
ments as Theophrafw faith. But if thou defire to make 
the Elixir wifely and perfectly, then learne to know 
the Mineral] Roots, and make of them thy worke : 
for as Gelber faych ,. thou fhalt nor finde the terme ôr 
end of the thing in the veines of the earth; for fulphur 
and mercury which be the roots minerall , and natu- 
rall principles, that Nature doth make the foundati- 
on of her operations once, as in the mineralls and 
chambers of the Earth, be water, vifcous, anda ftin- 
king fpirit running by the veines and bowells of the 
Earth, and of them doth fpring a fume, which is the 
mother of all mettalls, joyned by a moift temperate 
hear,afcending and verberating againe upon his upper 
Earth, untill that by temperate decoction in the term 
of 1000, years is made a certaine naturall fixation, as 
more plainly itdoth@ppeare, and fo is made mettall, 
as appeareth in the bookes of Geber ۲ Even fo of Sol, 
i (which 
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(which is our Sulphur reduced: into Mercury,by Mer 
dury) is.made a water, thicke, afd mixed wich bis 

roper Earth, by temper ate decotto, and from it ri 


{eth a fame of the veins of this proper Earth , vz. of 


mot fubrle, ‘which is called Aaima, Spiritus, @ Tin- 
dura, that is, the Soule, the Spirit, and Tin&ture : and 
when the fame water is reduced upon the Earth from 
whence it came, and f{prinkled upon his owne veines, 
it commeth into a certaine fixation, and is made the 


‘or moving to be Elixir, unleffe thereto hee bee moved 
by Art. ‘Therefore let us choofe the naturall and next 
mineralls, according to the words of Arifforle, for Na- 
` ture hath procreated all metalique bodies of a fume, 
Sulphur and Mercury : whercin thou fhalt finde no 
Philofopher difagrecing 5 therfore it behoveth thee 
to know the priuciples of this Art, and the principal} 
Roots thereof ; for hee that doth not know the right 
beginning, hall never finde the right end thereof : for 
Geber fayth in the beginning of his Booke و‎ Hee that 
knoweth nor our beginningin him(elfe, is farre from 
the attayning or underftanding of this Science: for 
hee hath not the true Root or ground whercon he 

Daz ` fhould 
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fhould rayfe this Art, or Science, or Worke : alfo in 
another place he fayth ; It behoverh that our Are be 
found out by a naturall wit, and a fubtile foule, fear- 
ching forth the natural! principles and true foundati- 
ons, Bur although that a man may : know his princi- 
ples, yet nevertheleffe he cannor in this follow Nature 
in all things, as Geber teftifieth; Sonne, of this Art of 
Alchymy, we doe open to thee a great fecret ; Many 
ا‎ in this Art doe greatly erre, which do think 
to follow Nature in all properties and differences. , 
i. Therefore thefe things thus fhortly paffed over, as 
is aforefayd, let us come to that part of the worke’ ar- 
tificiall ; many men doe write of the Stone, named the 
Philofophers Stone, but how, or of what it is made, 
no Philofopher did plainly and „openly name, for in 
thefe points divers men taught divers things: whereas 
the truth doth confift in one thing onely; but without 
doubt and without all errour, we fay that this Stone ` 
(which is che root of our Art and privity , or hidden 
f{ecret of God : and whereof many wife men did treat, 
who did of itmake, and did knit many knots, and fo 
deceived many men in making them thereby fooles) 
is none other thing but man.and woman, Sol O Luna, 
hot and cold, Sulphur and Mercury: and heere fticke 
dowre your ftake , flaying only and leaving.tofearch 
further for any other {tone, or foolifhly to confume 
thy money, and to bring to thy foule heavy thoughts, 
er fadnefle : for what thou foweft thon fhalt reape. 
And forafmuch as this Stone is divided into two parts, 
we will fpeake a little of the firft part Sol sand note, 
that without it, our worke cannot be done, as I well — 
proye by authority of learned Philofophers, For Ari-

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flotle fayth ,of all things in this world, sol is moft: anid 
it isthe firment of white ‘and red, without which itis’ 
not done. AHO Hermes fayth, There is né truetin@ure’ 
but of our Braffe, that is to fay Sel’: for all Sol is brafs, 
but all brafleis nat Sof: {o all Sol ts Sulphur, but con 
trary, for in it is noching of the corruption of Sul phur, 
but when it ismade white in the worke, then it wore 
keth the operation of white Sulphur, ‘convealing and 
converting Mercury'into Sol, ofthe colour named-o- 
frifon in Latine, therefore ule alwayes the ‘nobler 
member, that is to fay Sol; fof itis the ‘kinde ‘of 
kindes,, and forme of formes; for'ir is the firft and 
laft in miettals, and it is amongft them in'their natures, 
as the Sun isamongft the Stars} but it doth concerne 
thee tounderftand well how. to choofe’in what noble 
member materiam vel. rem homogencam amborum mündi. 
Luminum + that is‘a thing df that kindewhich is a kin- 
dred to both the lights it the world, ‘that is tofay sol: 
for Sol is homogeneam, and the’ {pirit hid and covered 
in that noble'member, without which the work is not 
done, Wherefore Rafis fayth, Doe not colovrit untill 
his hid fpirit be drawne out; and’ made all (piriteall ; 
and therefore worke thou nothing but’ that which is 
very light; and of the, moft pure لی‎ which doth illu- 
minate and lighten all lights, and cafterh: away all 
-darkneffe of the night by his power, viz. thefuperflu- 
ity of Mercury and other imperfeé Bodies, when that 
H is caf upon them’; wherefore :Geber faith in the 
Chapter of the Quinreffence and Projection of the 
Stone + this Sulpher , lightning and eafting forth ‘his 
beames, and fhining: abtoad’ of his'theft cleare{ub- 
ftance, doth irradiate and'giveth light riot only in the 
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day, but allo ip the darknefle wherupon Pandalphus in 
tura Philefophorii,laithsmy Brethren know yé that there 
is norbody more, precious or purer than Sol: for as the 
Rubie hath in it felfe the effe& of all precious ftones, 
{o Sol hath. in ie felfe the vertuesof all ftones and Met- 
tals duŞiblge,; for.it.containeth in. it {elf¢ all mettals, 
and,cgloureth and, quickeneth them , -when. he is 
moit:noble of them and of all bodies, and che head and 
the beftofthem: and confider this one poynt more, 
that Sol. is equall inthe qualities and parts of it and 
it isofa compleat nature of the fourc Elements, with- 
oug.any)exceffe.or, defect, forby nature it hath part of 
heat, and, part of coldneffe; part of drynéfle, and 
part of humidity; for itis not.corrupted,.nor cortup-

Know thou the'clean from the unclean, for nothing 
giveth that which it hath nor ;, tor the clean is of one 
effence voyd of alterations : the unclean thing is divers, 
and of contrary parts, and of a light.or eafie corrupti- 
on, therefore put بط ہد‎ worke no ftrange thing, nor 
jet any thing goe.into our Stone (except fuch as is 
{prung trom it ) ابا‎ in part nor yet inthe whole; 
for if any ftrange thing be put into ir, it willby and by 
corrupt, nor will that be made thereof which is expe- 
&ed, Therefore purge the. yellow body by the adufti- 
on of the fire, and then thou fhalt finde it, purged ; and 
after that thou haft it well purged,beat it moft ftrong- 
iy, and utterly, and make it into thin plates, and after 
beat chem into leaves, che thinneft that cap bee pofl- 


ble, 
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ble, as Gald-beaters doc, and then fo keep them : but 
the white liquor hath more fuperfluities, which mutt. 
of neceflity be removed, for they bee feculextie of the 
Earth, which isthe impediment of melting , and hu- 
midity fugitive, which is the impediment of fixa- 
tion. 

The earthineffe feculentine is taken away thus; put: 
it into a mortar of marble or wood, and adde to it as 
much common cleane dry falt, and a little vineger, 
and fkirre them ftrongly about, and rub it very {trong- 
ly with a peftle of wood wifely, that there doc appear 
nothing of the liquor, and that all the falt be all black, 
then wafhall the matter with cleane hot water,untill 
the falt bee refolved into water, and-then powre the 
fame foule water away, and then put it to che liquor 
of falt and vineger, asthou didft before ; and doe this 
oftentimes’, untill the liquor bee made as cleane and 
fhining as glaffc, or of the colour of Heaven. And laft 
of all put ic into a thicke linnen cloth, twice or thrice 
doubled, and then ftraine it forth twice or thrice into 
a thicke veffell ofglaffe, untill ic bee dry; the propor- 
tion of the parts is fuch و‎ for there bee twenty foure 
houres ina naturall day, to which adde one, and then 
therebe twenty five, this is wifedome : for Geber faith 
in his fourth Booke, and fixth Chapter, Study in thy 
worke to overcome. the quickfilver in thy commixti- 
on. Alfo Rafs fayth, Bodies be of a great perfection ; 
wherefore more quickfilver is neceflary : and he faith, 
that wife men hide nothing but the weight and quan- 
tities, and this we may know becaufe none doe agrec 
with other in weight, Inerefore there isa great cr- 
ror ; for although the medicine be well preparare and 
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well mingled together, unleffe that there bee quanti- 
ties, thou haf dettroyed all, as tothe verity and finall 
complement, and that fhalt chou fcein the triall, for 
when that the body tranfmuted, bee put into cinerati- 
on, there it will be confumed late or foone, according 
as little or much it is changed into equality of the 
proportions by right , according to reafon it will ne- 
ver be corrupted : therefore no man can paffe through 
it, unleffe that hee bee a wife man, that doeth all 
things according to reafon, and true fubtilety, and na- 
turail wit. 

Euclides being a wife man, counfelled us that we 
fhould worke but in Sol and Mercury, which joyaed 
rogether doth make the PhilofophersStone; where- 
upon Rafis faith, white and red do proceed of one 
Roote, no body of any other kinde comming between 
or meddling of the kind of Sol; yet it being matter 
and forme abfent, all the eftect is deprived, quontaim 
ex materia O forma fit generatio vera; that ts to fay, 
very true generation is made of forme and matter, 
therefore it behooveth thee to know, that no Stone, 
or precious fone , nor any other. thing befides this 
Stone is convenient, nor yet doth agree to this worke; 
but thou hadh need to labor about the folution of the 
yellow body , reducing it to his firft matter : where- 
fore Rafis faich we truly do diffolve Gold, that it may 
be reduced into his firft nature, that is to fay, Mercu- 
ry : and when that they be brufed afunder, then they 
have inthemfelves tin¢ture abiding: wherefore Rafs 
in the flowersof Secratesfaith , make the marriage, 
between the Red husband and the White wife , and 
thoufhalt have themaftery. Alfo Merlyn faith ia his 
Booke: | i (a 
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Candida fi rubeo mulier fic mixta marito 

Mox amplettuntur completag, concipruntur 
Per {e folvantur, per fe quog, conficiuntur, 
Et duo qur fuerant, unum quaficorpore fiunt, 

And truly our diffolution is no other thing , bur 
thatthe body be turned againe into moiftnefle 4, and 
his quickfilver into his owne nature be removed a- 
gaine. Therefore unlefle our brafle be broken and 
crufhed afunder, and ruled by himfelfe untill it be 
drawn from his thicknes, and that it be turned into a 
thin fpirit , this labour isin vaine; whereupon it is 
fayd in tne Booke called Speculum Alchymie , that the 
firt worke of this worke is the body reduced into wa- 
ter; that isto Mercury, and that 1s chat che Philofo- 
phers call folution, which isthe foundation of all the 
worke, and it maketh the body of more liquefaction, 
and of a more hid and privy fubtiliation, whichfaid 
{olution by little and little is done by contritions, and 
light rofting:wherfore Rafis faith,the difpofition of our 
Stone is, that itbe put into his veflell, and be fod dili- 
gently untill all doalcend and rife up and be 6. 
And ıt is fpoken in Specula Philofophorum, that the Phi- 
lofophers Stone doth arife froma vile thing unto a 
more precious treafure : that is te be underftood, 
thar the {perme of Sol is to be caft into the matrix of 
Mercury, by bodily copulation or conjunction, and 
joyning of them together, Alfo Pithagar.s faith, that 
when itis put together with his like, and be mercuri- 
fied, it is a young tree, bringing forth fruit forthe 
foule ; the fpirit andthe tinture may from thence- 
forth be drawn out of him by temperate heat: where- 
upon hefaith, you Arcificers of Alchymie, know you 
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that their kindes cannot be truly tranfmuted unleffe 
that it be reduced into his firt matter: Alfo Geter 
faith; all the whole thing may be made only of Mer- 
cury , or Lune, for when that Sol is brought into his 
firft beginning by Mercury , then nature embraceth 
his owne proper nature, and then there is in it an eafi- 
neffe of drawing forth his fubtill fubftance: where- 
fore Alfidirs faith, take things of their owne mindes, 
andexalt them to their Roots and beginnings: Alfo 
the Booke called Lumen Luminum faith, that except 
that a man do caft the red with the fairneffe away, he 
can by no means come to the Sulphur, Lightning and ` 
Ruddinefs. Alfo Rafis faith in the feventh Chapter, 
he that knoweth how to turne Sol into Luna, hee 
knoweth alfo how toturne Sol into Sol : wherefore 
Pandulpbus in Turta Philofopborum faith, he that hath 
wifely brought forth the venome out of Sol and his 
fhaddow, without which no colouring venome is 
ingendred, and he that goeth about by any manner of 
wayes to make colouring venome without this, he 
Jofeth his labour , and enjoyeth nothing but for- 
row for all his hopes. 

The Veffell of our Stone is one wherein all the 
maftery is fulfilled, and it is a Cucurbit or Gourd 
witha Limbeck round above and beneath, plaine, 
without any {capolis, nor too high, whofe bortome be 
round after the fafhion ofan Egge , or of an urinall, 
with plaine fides, that it being made thin it may af 
cend and defcend moft freely and eafily; and ler the 
Veffell be of fuch quantity, that the fourth pare there- 
of may containe all the matter: and note that it isnot 
ofany other mettle but Glafle, cleane, which isa bo- 
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dy full of light and fhining every thing through irjand 
lacking poores, fhewing alfo the colours in the worke 
appearing, whereby the fpirits pafling may fucceflive- 
ly vanifh awaysit muft alfo be made right convenient 
and meet, wifely, that nothing may enter in by it : 
whereupon Lucas faith, let the Veffell be fhut ftrongly 
with Lutum fapientie , that nothing may pafle forth, 
nor enter into it, for if his dew fhould paffe forth, or 
{ome other ftrange humour fhould enter in, all ‘the 
worke fhould thereby lofe his effet : and although it 
is fayd by che Philofophers very often, put it into his 
Veffell and fhur it firongly , yet fufficeth but once to 
put ic inandfhut it, and in that thou haft fulfilled all 
the maftery for that, that is. more, is doneof evill : 
Whercupon Rafis faith , keepe it continually, wifely, 
{hut and fet it about with dew, ever taking heed that 
this dew doe not paffe forth into a Fame : alfo in Spe- 
culum Alchymie,it is fayd,the Philofophers Stone muft 
remaine clofe {hut in his Veffell untill it hath drunke 
up his humidity, and that it be nourifhed perfe&ly 
with the heate of the fire, till ic be made white: Alfo 
itis fayd in the Booke called Beneloquium, even asthere 
be ina naturall Egge three things (vz. )the Shell, the 
White, the Yolke; even fo there be in the Philofo- 
phers Stone three things, (viz.) the Veflell,the Glaffe, 
for the Egge fhell, the white liquor for the White of 
the Egge, and the yellow body for the Yolke of the 
Egge ; and there becomes a Bird of the yellow and 
white of the Eege,by a little heate of the Mother, the 
Eggse-fhell ft] remaining whole untill the Chicken 
doecome forth ; even fo by every manner of wife in 
the Philofophers Stone, ismade of the yellow body, 
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and white Liquor by mediation of a temperate heat of 
the mother the earthly fubftance:Hzrmes bird, the 
ecffell ill remaining whole, and never opened untill 
hus full perfection ; keep therefore che veflell diligent- 
ly and wifely clofed with Latum. fapientiæ Philofopho- 
rum, that the {pirit do not pafleforth: Alfo Rafis faith, 
keep the veffels with his tiolls and clofures, that thou 
mayeft be able and ftrong in the keeping of his {pirat : 
alfo in another place, {hut thy veflell diligently , and 
doe not in any fort make haft, nor ceafe from thy 
worke;, alfo take heed that the humiditte do not pals 
out of the veffell, and thy. worke thereby perifh ; for 
Socrates faith, bruife them in moft {trong vineger, and 
feeth it vntill that it be thick , and take heed that thy 
vineger do not turne into a fume and perifh or vanith.

Of the Fires. 


T He Philofophers. in their Books have chiefly put 
twofires ,:a.dry, and amoyft, for the dry fire, 
they call it the common fire, of any manner of thing 
combuttible that will burne: burthe moift fire they 
call the hot, venter Equinuws, which may be Englifhed, 
the Horfe belly ; but rather it ıs Horfe dung, wherein 
remaining moyftnefs,there doth remaine‘heat,and the 
moyftnefte once confumed, it ceafeth to be hot, and 
this heat doth remain but in a little quantity, or but 
five or fix dayes but this heat may be kept a longer 
cime, by {prinkling him with urine and fale oftentimes; 
for of this fire Petbagoras faith , the fire of the belly of 
a Horfe hath property not to deftroy Oyle , but to 
augment it, by eealon of his humidity, whereas "E 
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fires doe deftroy it for their heat. Alfo senior faith, 
dig up a grave and lay the Wife with her husband in 
the paunch or belly of a Horfe, or rather in Horfe 
dung, uftill they be freely with their good wills mar- 
ried and conjoyned together. Alfo eAlphidanus faith, 
hide thy medicine in a moyft horfe dung, which is the 
wife mans fire, for the fire of this dung is hot and 
moyit, and obfcure, having within it humidity, and a 
holy light, and therefore there isnone like to this in 
all the world, but only the naturall fire ofa hor mans 
body و‎ that is in health, and this isthe fecret caufe of 
the itrife ofthe Sea, and not fully combuft bloud of 
man, and the bloud of the red wine is ourfire; the 
Regiment of our fires is fuch, that the medicine to 
white muft be pur into the moyft fire , untill the full 
compliment of whitenefle , and that rhe heat mutt 
be lent and continual! from che beginning , untill the 
colour of whiteneffe appearing she veffell , for rhe 
lent fire is the confervation of humidity ; whereupon 
Pandolphus faith, Brethren, know that the body's dif 
folved with the {pirit whereunte it is mixed,by a moft 
lent decoction, and fo the body is thereby made {piri- 
tuall with the fpirit : -Alfo Afawes faith, the lent fire 
doth fend forth the fpirıts of life , the exceffive fire 
doth not make equall the Elements, but rather it 
wafteth the humidity and deftroyeth all things: 
therefore Rafis faith in his high worke, take heed in 
thy fublimation and liquefaction , left thar when you 
fet your fire on fire , the water alfo do afcend to the 
top ofthe veffell, for ifit be fo, then it being cold it 
will ftick there, and fo thou canft not make thy Sul- 
phur, nor open thy Elements, becaufe it is ‘ae 
that 
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that every one of them in their {phericall, or fpirituatt 
motion be very often thruft downeand lift up,for on- 
ly the temperate fire is infpicive and perfedtive of mix- 
tion: Therefore Botulplia faith و‎ alent fire which is 
called a cleare fire, is the greateft caufe of true opera- 
tion inthe Elements, “Al{o Rafis faith , it is our light 
fire, as inan Egge thatis nourifhed, untill the body be 
derived, and the tinture drawne forth, fur by light 
deco&tion the fire congealeth the water, anddrawerth 
forth the humidity of the corruptive part,.and the com- 
buftion of drineffe is prevented. . Alfo all the benefit . 
of this worke is in the temperateneffe of the fire; 
therefore alwayes take heed ofa greater fire, that 
thou come not before thy time to folution, for that 
bringeth to defperation: wherfore Rafis faith , take 
heed of the intention of thefire, for if it be fet on fire 
before the time, then itis made Red betore the duc 
time, which doth not profit, and that he may fhew 
thee the time of decocétion, He faith, the folution of 
the body, and the congelation of the {pirit muft needs 
be made with light decoction of the fire, and with 
moyft putrifaction in forty daies. Alfo heare Hortulanus 
faying,know ye that in mingling them together, itbe- 
hooveth you to mingle the crude, quick, fincere, and 
right Elements together upon a tott fire, and to take 
heed of the intention of the fire , untill the Elements 
be joyncd together. Boxellus faith alfo, by a temperate 
heat the body is made {weet and convenient: 

Be of a conftant mindein thy work, and do not la- 
bourin or upon divers matters or things, proving 
{ometimes this matter , and fomerimes anorher ; for 
in the multitudeor diverfity of things chy Art confilts 
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not, noris finifhed, for there is but one fubje& or me- 
dicine, one veflell, one regiment, and one difpofition 
thereof, for ‘all the mattery doth begin in one man- 
ner of fathion, and endeth in one manner of mantion; 
yet the Philofophers did put many works and crafts 
thereof for the honour and hiding, and prolonging of 
this Art : as to feeth, to mingle together, to roft, 
to fublime , to grind, tobreak, or beat affunder, to 
congeale, toadiquate, or make even in quality, to pu- 
trifle, to make white, to make red; of which things 
yet there is but one Regiment, which is but to deco& 
onely. Therefore cruth it aflunder, and feeth fill that 
thou be nor weary: alfa Rafis faith, feeth without in- 
termiffion. Do not hakt orceafe at any time from thy- 
worke, nor go about to practife or ufe the fophifticall 
bounds of thy works, but onely intend to the com- 
liment of this worke : alfo Rafis faith, it is mof fure 
er thee to apply thy worke diligently , nor do thou 
leave of thy worke, being as it were a tree cut downe 
from the bowes, be thou therefore ftedfaft , and ofa 
long continuall minde and will inthe Regiment. Shut 
moft clofe thy veffell, and ceafe at no tıme, for there 
ts no generation of things but by a continual! motion, 
exelufion ofayre , and heat temperate. Study and 
marke alfo, when that you are in your worke, all rhe 
fisnes that fhall appeare in every decoSion and re- 
member them, for they be neceffary for the workman, 
to the compliment and fulfilling of this worke,for itis 
neceflary to continue the worke, and. moderate the 
fire; therefore all chefe things difpofed as aforcfaid, 
put the veffell with the medicine in the moyft fire fo, 
that halfe che veiiell be fa the fire and the other halfe 
Fie without,

without, to'this intent, thart every day it may be lco- 
ked upon $ and wichin forty dayes the overpart, or 
0 a of the medicine, fhail appear back like Tarr, 
and that isa figne, chat the yellow body is truly turned 
into Mercury : therefore Benedys faith, where that you 
do fee blacknefs appeare to that water, know ye that 
now the body is liquefied : and that truly is the fame 
that Rafis faith , the difpofition of our Stone is one, 
that it be put in his veffell و‎ and that it be throughly 
{odden , untill all do rile and afyend diffolved. Alfo 
in another place, continue upon him a temperate hear, - 
untill that ıt be diffolved into water impalpable و‎ and 
that all the tin@ture do go forth into blacknefs, which 
is a figne of folution.. Ur: 

Alfo Lutas fayth; When thou feeft blacknes inure 
to that water in all things, then know thatthe body 1s 
liquefied ; for the Philofophers doe call this blacknes 
the firt mariage, for that the man 1s joyned to the 
woman, andit is-a figne of’ a perfcé medicine and 
mixtion, but all rhe tinéture isnot drawne forth all at 
once, but it goeth forth by little ard little every day 
untill that ina long time it be comp!cat and finithed 5 
arid that, that is diffolved doth ever goe up to the top- 
ward, alchough that whichis remayning beneath bee 
the more : whereupon Avicen fayth, that which is 
{piritvall doth afcend up into the Veflell, and, that 
which is thicke and groffe, remayneth in the Veffell 
beneath : but this blackncs -is named by she Philofo- 
phers with many and fundry names 5 as the fire, the 
foule, the clouds, the crowes head, oyle, tin@ure, red- 
neffe, or fhadow, Sol, brale; blacklead, black water, 
fulphur و‎ and by many other names: and that the 
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blacknes doth conjoyne together the fpirit tO the bo: 
dy: wherefore Rofarius fayth, by the continuance of 
the fire in the Regiment to the number of forty dayes, 
both fhall be made a water permanent, the blackneffe 
being covered ; which fayd black felfe, it it bee gover- 
ned as it ought to be, it doth not ftay away above for- 
ty dayes of the colour of blacknefle,. Alfo Pythagoras 
fayth, as long as the obfcure blackneffe doth appeare, 
the woman doth rule, which is the firit Arength ofour 
{tone ; for unleffe chat it be blacks it cannot be white 
nor red. Alfo 4% ‘cen ifthe Chapter of Humors faith, 
heat in moiftnefic doth firk make blacknetfe, and his 
moiftnefic endureta untill the fuperfluiry thereof bee 
removed, and: then it becommeth- white, Alfo in our 


_ works, firft they be made blacke, fecondly whiteyand 


thirdly by a greater intention and compofition of fire, 
it Behoveth to bemade yellow: wheretipon ir is writ- 
ten in the Booke called A¢ultzfary , in the fixth Chap- 
ter in the firft dereCtion, which-is called putrifa&ion 
when our Stone is måde black, ‘that isto fay black 
earth, by the drawing forth of his moiftneffe,wheréin 
the whicenefle is hidy and wher the fame whiteneffe 
is reverfed upon his blacknefle ۰ andis fixed with his 
Carth byeafie tofting -, tHên is made the white -j# in 
which whiteneffe the redneffle is hid | and ‘when it is 


well fodden , by augmentation of the-firethe fame

Now againe let us returne to our Black Stone} bè- 


_ing ftrongly clofed-in his Veffelf, lec ic Rand therefore 


continually in che moift fite untill that’ the white! co- 


lour doe appeare like unto the manner of moft white 
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Salt, and this colour according to the Philofophers, is 
called Sal Armoniack, without which nothing can be 
made,or is profitable in our work:And fo the intenfive 
whitencs appearing,the perfect mariage & copulation 
indiffoluble of the Stone is made:then 1s that of Hermes 
fully fulfilled, faying, That which is above, is as that 
which is beneath is. That which isabove isto obtaine 
Miracles of one thing : But Pzthagoras faith, when that 
you do fee whitenes comming above, then be you fure 
that redneffe is hid in that whiteneffe ;but before that 

the whitedoe appeare, many colours fhall 26۰ 
Therefore Diademes {aith,feeth the man and vapour 
together, untill that both of them be congelate into 
dryneffe ; for unleffe that it bemade dry, divers co- 
lours will not appearc , for it isever black, as long as 
moyfineffe doth rule, and then it fendeth forth divers 
colours ; for in divers manners, and at divers times, 
it will be moved from colour to colour, untill ic come 
to a firme whiteneffe : Alfo Zenon faith, all kinde of 
colours. will appearein it untill the black humidity 
be-dryed up 5; but of fuch colours take you no great 
care for they,beno true colours; for it fhall very often 
times be citrine and very often times rednefle will ap- 
peare, andoften times it will be dry , andalfo liquid 
-before whiteneffe ,but the Spirit will never be fixed 
with the body, but with whitecolour. Aflavm fayth, 
betweene the blacknefle and the white, there {hall 
oop all colours, even as many as can benamed or 
thought of : from diverfity of which colours, divers 
men gave it divers names, and almoft innumerable 
names : forfome did iton purpofe to conceale and ob- 
fcure the Art, and {ome did it of envie : but in the 
Chapter 
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«Chapter of the appearing of divers colours in the me- 
dicine, there is a definition of his blacknes : for wher- 
as the blacknes and the white be extreme colours, and 
all other colours be meane colours, therefore as often 
foever as any thing of the blacknes doth defcend, fo 
often another colour and another doth appeare, untill 
it be an extreame whitenefie : But for de{cending,and 
afcending Hermes faith, it afcends from the Earth up 
ko Heaven, and defcends againe from the Heaven to 
the Earth and receiveth the و‎ ftrength,and the 
inferiour ftrength. And note, that if there appeare 
between the black and the white any yellow colour, 
care not for them, for they do not continue, nor are 
permanent, but they are {lippery and paffing away ; 
tor there can be no permanent nor perfe& Red, except 
that go before it, Rofarim faith, no man can come from 
the fir ft to the third, but by the fecond ; for it appea- 
reth that the white is tobe looked for inthe fecond, 
whenthat it is the compliment ofall the worke , for 
afterwards it will never be varied into any ether true 
permanent colour but Red, 4.7 j 
Now we have the white, therefore now it behoo- 
veth thee to make Red , for the white medicine and 
the redıdo not differ between themfelves in any effence, 
but onely in this poynt, that the red medicine hath 
need of a greater fubtiliation, a longer digeftion, and 
a hotter fire in his Regiment: And therefore foraf- 
much as the end of the operation of the white isthe 
beginning of the operation of the Red : and forafmuch 
~as that which is the compliment ofthe one , is the 
beginning of the other : therefore unlefs that thou do 
firit make white the medicine, thou canft never make 
» B2 | true 
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true red, But now how it fhallybe made Red , we 
will tellthee fhortly. Firk the medicine to the Red 
muk be put into our moyft fire, untill the white co- 
lour appeare,as is aforefaid : afterwards, let the veffell 
be drawn out of the fre and put it in a pot of ک‎ 
athes, and warme water halte full, and tet your VE 人 
fell of glaffe with the medicine in the afhes unto the 
midt, and under the carthen pot makea dry tem- 
perate fire and continual!, but the hear of this dry fire 
muft be greater by doubleat tac leaft, than was. the 
heat of the moyft fire, and bythe benefit of this fire 
the white medicine fhall receive Red tincture; truly 
thou canft not erre if thou wilt continue the drye fire : 
whereupon Rofarim faith, witha dry fire, and a dry 
calcination rof the dry untill thac it be made like Cy- 
haber. WVhereto from thenceforth put nothing, nei- 
ther Oyle, or vineger, or ary thing wharfoever it be, 
untill itbe rofted to a compliment of Rednes; and of 
a truth, the more Redder that the medicine 1s made, 
the more ftronger itis, and of more power , and that 
is more roed will be more Redder ; and that which 
is moft rofted is moft precious, therefore witha dry 
fire, burne it without feare, untill thar it be clefed moft 
redly: whereupon a Philofopher faith , in continu- 
ing the Red, feeth the whireuntill that it be cloathed 
in purple, and beauty ; but fome have it; continue 
the Red and the white until it be cloathed in purple 
cloathing : do norceafe, although the Red do a little 
flack to appeare, for the fire being augmented , as I 
fayd before, after white of the firft colours appeareth 
a mean Red when among thefe colours {hall appeare. 
a yeliow, but his colour is not continuing ; for ae 

that 
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‘that it be perfect, Red will nor much tarry to appeare, 


which appearing, be chou c(rtaine that thy worke is 
pericét : tor Hermes [Sith pin Terba Phil. fopherum , Be- 
tween white colour ard Rcd, there appeareth only 
but one colour, vz. Citrine, which is yellow, but it 
varieth more or leffe: alfo Maria faith, when thou 
haft true white, thou then afterwards fhalt havea

The firj manner of Multiplication of our 
Medicine. 


Lixir is multiplyed by two manner of wayes ; that

Isto fay, by folution of heat, and by folution of 


drying: by {olution of heat is thus. Take the medi- 
cine and put iminto the veffell ofglaffe, and bury it in 
our moyit fire fevendayes or more, untill that the 
Medicine be diffolved into water without any trou- 
bloufnefle appearing init. Bue the folution of drying 
isthac that thall rake the veffell of glaffe with the me- 
dicine, and nang it ina brafs pot ( having a ftraighe 
mouan boyling, and let the mouth be clofe, that by 
the vapour of the, boyl ing vapour afcending, the medi 
cine may be diflolved. And nore, that the fame boy- 
ling water muft riet touch the veffell of glaffe with

or dry, and {o let it bee very often diffolved, for the

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oftner it be refolved , fo much the more perfeét it is ; 
whereupon Banetu faith , whenthat our braffe is tur- 
ned, and very oftentimes reitterate , 1t is made better 
then it was before, and fuch a folution is a fubtiliation 
of che medicine,and his vertuous fublimation; where- 
upon the oftner it is fublimate or fubtiliated, fo much 
oftner ir getretha greater Virtue yj anda greater tin- 
cture, and coloureth more abundantly, and the more 
it {hall make perfeét and convert, and turne the more; 
whereupon in the fourth {olution it fhall get fo much 
virtue and tincture, that one part fhall be able upon 
1000, of Mercury cleanfed, that it fhall convert it in- 
to Gold or Silver, better then that which is taken out 
of the Mines of the Earth : Whereupon Rafis faith, 
the multiplication of this goodnefle dependeth whole- 
ly on the often reietcration of the fublimations 
and fixation of the perfect medicine, for the oftner 
that the order of this compliment be reitterated, fo 
much more doth increafe the nourifhment thereof, 
and the vertuc and ftrength thereof is augmented: for 
the ofcner then was. wont thatthou fhalt fublimate 
and diflolve the perfe& medicine, fo much the more 
oftner thou fhalt win and gaine at every time to.caft 
one upon 1000, asifat firft it fall upon 1000, the fe- 
cond time it will convert 10000, the third timeit will 
be caft upon,and convert 100200,and the fourth time 
upon 1000000, the fift time upon an infinite : For 
Merodus faith, know ye for certainty, that how much 
the more and oftner our Stone is diffolved , fo much 
the more is the fpirit and body conjoyned together, 
and of this for every time the tincture ls multiplyed. 
The fecond way of multiplication is ayother pa; 4 
the 
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“the medicine is multiplyed by fermentation, for the _ 


ferment to white is pure Silver, and the firment to red 
iş pure Gold: therefore caft one-part of the medi- 
cine upon ten parts, or twenty of the firment, and all 
fuch {hall be-medicine; and put it upon the fire in a 
Veffell of Glafle, and fhut it well, fo that no ayre may 
enter nor pafleforth, and let it be diffolved or fubli- 
mated fo often as thou wilt; andas chou doeft the 
firt medicine , and one part of the fecond medicine 
{hall receive as ‘much as one part of the firt medi 
cine. Whereupen Rafis faith, now have we fully 
made our medicine, hot and cold, dry and moift, e- 
qually temperate, whereof whatfoever we doe put to 
it fhall be of the fame complexion that it is put to ; 
therefore conjoyne or marry him-thac he may bring: 
forth fruir like unto himfeife + But yet doe not con- 
joyne or marry it withany other thing to convert it, 
but with it that it was in the beginning و‎ whereupon 
it is written in Speculam, this fpirituall earch which is 
the Elixir muft be firftan his owne body, from:whence 
it was taken at the beginning’of his folution, that is to 
marry his earth, and it being {o rectified and purified 
by his foule to conjoyne it by conjun&ion of his body, 
from whence it had its beginning; {alfo it isfaydin
